June 15.—[By the Associ. 
ated Press.] The Democratic National 
Convention is showing thei first signs of 
becoming a thing of life. By tomorrew 
it will begin to grow until by next Tues- 
day the biggest convention the Demo- 
cratic party has ever held will be full 
grown. Boies’s managers from Iowa 
started a boom for their favorite son 
early this morning by establishing head- 
quarters at the Palmer House, and were 
kept busy during the day in sending out 


documents showing the great popular- 


ity of Boies. The Cleveland men were 
not to be outdone by the Hawkeyes and 
they established similar headquarters 
at the Grand Pacific, and letters and 
circulars are being sent to weak dele- 
gates who, itis supposed, can be won 
over if Cleveland is shown to be the 
strongest candidate. The Hill men ap- 
pearto beon a still hunt. Only one 
Hillite ison the ground, but this indi- 
vidual has sufficient enthusiasm for half 


a dozen, and is loudly proclaiming the 


virtues of his favorite. 

The sub-committee on arrangements 
of the National Committee is already 
preparing for the accommodation and 
seating of the delegates. Members of 
the National Committee will begin ar- 
riving tomorrow, and on Friday there 
will be a full meeting of the Committee 
on Arrangements. Three places are to 
be filled on the National Committee, 
two caused by death and one by resig- 
nation since the last meeting. C. A. 
Broadwater of Montana and Gen. John 
S. Barbour of Virginia have died, while 


J. A. Estil of Georgia has resigned. 


The so-called Hill ‘Big Four,’’ Rich- 
ard Croker, Boss McLaughlin, Edward 
Murphy and Lieut.-Gov. Sheehan, will 
arrive tomorrow. The probabilities are 
that the entire opposition to Cleveland 
willbe combined and directed by the 


| Bill men, who, when convinced that} | 
there is no.possible chance for their 


man, will center upon a dark horse. 
There are strong indications that the 
Cleveland opposition will assist Dan 
Voorhees of Indiana in making troubie 
for Gov. Gray in his probable ‘capacity 
of Vice-Presidential candidate with 
Cleveland, being a great pillar of 
strength in the Cleveland column. The 
position which the Illinois delegation 
will occupy is still uncertain. “Since 
the State convention it has come to pub- 
lic knowledge that the friends of Col. 
William R. Morrison by skillful manage- 
ment have succeeded in securing con- 
trol of the delegation, and the question 
now is whether Cleveland, Palmer or 
Morrison is to have their support de- 
spite their instructions, 

J. J. McComb of Tacoma reached here 
toaay. Although not a delegate he is 
the advance representative of the 
Washington delegation. He says the 
Washington, Montana and Coast States 
too, so faras he knows, are for Cleve- 
land.

Two Score of Workmen 


By the Fall of an Unfinished Bridge 
Over the Licking River. 
‘Righteen Dead Bodies Recovered— 
; . Thirteen Men Still Missing. 


‘ls Contractors in Charge of the Work 


Go Down With Their Men—Rts- 
euers Busy—Sccones Among 
the Dying. 
By Telegraph to The Times. 

Cixcinnati, June 15.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.{| A casualty such as throws 
a pall of sorrow over the community 
and sends a thrill of horror through the 
civilized world happened on the Licking 
River, between Newport and Covington, 
Ky., this forenoon. A wagon and 
street railway bridge was in the course 
of construction between the two cities. 
The contractors for the iron work were 
the firm of Baird Bros. of Pittsburgh, 
consisting of Andrew and Robert Baird, 
and they both went down to death with 
their two score or more of workmen. 

The bridge was a strong wrought-iron 
structure.’ The stone piers oneach side 
of the river were finished. The iron 
work of the approaches is very mas- 
sive. 
is about 360 feet. The height of 
the truss which was to form the 
bridge spah between the piers was 
sixty-five feet above the water. 
False work in piling and tim- 
bers had been constructed in the river. 
On top of this false work the copstruc- 
tion of the iron truss had been begun 
midway between the two piers, and the 
work was pushed from the middle both 
ways. Five sections of the ponderous 
ironwerk had been constructed. Onthe 


top of this was an apparatus known to 


bridge men as the ‘‘traveler,’’ which is | 
used to extend the structure from the 
ends. The ‘“‘traveler’’ was full of men 
at 10:30 this morning, and some of 
them were near the top, nearly 100 
feet above the waters of the Licking 
River. The timbers of the false work 
were beams about ten inches square, old 
and weather-beaten, and had evidently 
been used before. It wasthe mass of 
iron | hundreds upon hundreds 
of tons that overmatched them, wrought 
ruin and gathered an awful harvest for 
death. Thirty-six men were in the 
‘‘traveler’’ at 10:80 a.m., when 
AN AWFUL CRASH CAME. 

No one can tell how many were work- 
ing below. The crash came likea bolt 
fromheaven. Suddenly the overtaxed 
beams of pine broke and crashed into 
the river below a mass of ruins, under 
which a score of lives went out. Débris 
filled the deep stream from bank to 
bank. People filled both shores, and 
the stream was soon full of skiffs, and 
the work of rescuing lives began with- 
out a directing head. This work was 
kept up all day and is still going on to- 
night. At the hour of the accident 
there were few other workmen on the 
bridge near the scene, which leaves the 
few survivors among the victims as the 
only ones to tell the story. 

Bruce Thomas was working on the 
bridge. He says> ‘‘The first thing I 
knew I was falling. I heard no crack- 
ing timbers, no outcry; I only knew I 
was going down. I had hardly time to 
think when I found myself on the botto 
of the river about twenty feet fro 
shore. I only got bruised on the legs. 
I saw several others that escaped, but 
don’t know their names.’’ 

AMONG THE DYING. 

At a cottage on Thornton street, New- 
port, not 200 yards from the bridge, lay 
the dead bodies of John R. Roby and his 
brother, William Roby. Mrs. Catherine 
Baer, the occupant of the house, was 
the mother-in-law of John Roby, who 
leaves a widow andtwochildren. The 
two brothers were taken there to die. 
Never in houses of royalty was there 
more real mourning than in that house 
tonight. John died first. His dying 
brother said to the weeping widow: 
‘Don’t cry, Annie; John will get well.’’ 
When told that John was dead, he said: 
‘Then I want todietoo.’’ Those were 
his last words. 

In the same house was C. H. Fetters 
of Ironton, O. His back was injured 
and his ankle crushed. Hesaid: 
ctash came without warning. I heard 
no sound. I only know we were going 
down. Iscrambied on to some timbers 
and some one rescued me in a boat.’’

Crowded Schoolhouses Wrecked and 
Several Children Killed. 


Reports of Loss of Life and Damage to 
Property in a Large Namber of 
Places In the Destroy- 

ers Path.

Montreat, June 15—[By the Assor 
ciated Press.] A cyclone struck the 
little village of Ste. Rose, a fashion~- 
able resort near “here, ~yesterday, and 
carried everything before it. A little 
schoolhouse on the outskirts of the vil- 
lage was torn to pieces in an instant. 
In the schoolhouse twenty children 
were being taught by Miss La Caisse. 
The children were scattered like leaves 
in all directions, and the teacher was se 
badly injured that her recovery is 
doubtful. 

Out of twenty-five children, two were. 
dead when found, one died shortly aftere 
ward, twelve are seriously wounded 
and the remainder are more or less in«- 
jured. 

The killed are: Wilfred Ouimet, Julia 
Jolly and Stanislaus Druiden. 

The bodies of the children were hor- 
ribly disfigured. The force of the 
cyclone was terrible, most of the dam- 
age being done in the open country. 
The barns of John Thomas and Alphius 
Kimpton were blown away. Mrs. Kimp-_ 
ton had her collar bone broken and an 
eight-months;old baby’s skull was 
crushed. 

The scene at the schoolhouse after 
the wreck was fullof agony. The liv- 
ing children were found huddled to- . 
gether in mortal terror, the wounded 
groaning and shrieking. The lamenta- 
tations of parents mingled with those 
of the maimed and helpless children. 
In addition to the loss of life various 
amounts of property in the adjacent 
country were destroyed by the storm. 

At St. Therese a schoolhouse in which 
were forty children ‘was blown down. 
Two children were killed and many in- 
jured. 

Reports of damage by the storm are 
received from many places. The storm 
on the south side ofthe St. Lawrence 
River was extensive, and the damage 
resulting will be heavy. Itis said two 
children were killed and 
blown down near Upton. 

At Lachute a most terrific thunder, 
storm, accompanied by a heavy down- 
fallof rain, took place. It was the 
worst storm ever known in the vicinity. 
Crops were damaged to a great extent. 
Many fine farms came within the storm 
center, which was about a mile wide, 
and crops were beaten intothe ground. 
Fruit trees were badly damaged. In 
Wilson’s paper mill over 400 panes of 
glass were broken out of 500, while 
proportionate damage was done to 
lights in every building in the neighbor- 
hood. 

The storm played great havoc at 
Charles, where a large number of. build- 
ings of all kinds were blown down. 
The storm swept furiously along the 
south side of the St. Lawrence from 
Longuil to Boucherville, Contresuer and 
Barnes, where some heavy damage was 
done. Numerous outbuildings and resi- 
dences in Granton and Adamson town- 
ships were wrecked. 

At Renfrew the high school was badly 
damaged and one of the teachers in- 
jured. Other buildings were also de- 
stroyed. ‘The log residence of Louis 
Aubrey was vicked up bodily and car- 
ried over 100 feet, Mrs. Aubrey being 
badly injured. A schoolhouse at the 
point was also badly damaged. The 
schoo! was in session at the time, and 
great excitement prevailed among the

“CRIME AND CRIMINALS. 


Jacoby, the Alleged Murderer, 
Gives Himself Up. 


He Seslares He Will Easily Prove His 
Innocence. 
Desperate Attempt of an Insane Man 
‘to Commit Suicide. 


He ries to Hang Himself from His Bed- 


~ post—-Pickpocket Davis Safely Landed 
in San Quentin—-A Man's 
Clothing Stolen, 


P. K. Jacoby, the man for whose ar- 
rest a Warrant was issued for the mur- 
der of Mrs. McGoldrick at Redondo, on 
the findings of the Coroner’s jury, sur- 
rendered himself to the Sheriff early 
yesterday morning. 

It will be’ remembered that Jacoby 
had been living at Mrs. McGoldrick’ hg 
house, but the two hada falling out. 
There were frequent quarrels between 
the two, and some two weeks ago, while 
they were ina room together, wrang- 
ling over a shotgun, the weapon was 
discharged, the woman receiving the 
charge in the arm and shoulder. The 
arm was amputated, but the woman 
could not survive the shock and abe died 
a week later. 

After her death there were some ugly 
stories afloat, and at the inquest evi- 
dence sufficient to warrant the arrest of 
Jacoby was brought out. Jacoby had 
been around Redondo constantly after 
the shooting, but when the warrant was 
issued he could not be found, and it was 
supposed that he had left the country. 
He came up from Redondo on Monday, 
he says, and -has been here ever since. 
He had no idea that he was wanted un- 
tilhe read Tur Times yesterday morn- 
ing, when he hurried to the County Jail 
and surrendered himself. He is confi- 
dent that he will have no trouble in 
clearing himsctf when his case comes to 
trial. 

During the afternoon Jacoby was ar- 
raigned before Justice Stanton upon the 
charge of having murdered Mrs. Mc- 
Goldrick on the 4th inst., at Redondo, 
by shooting’ her, and was remanded to 
the Countil Jail without bail to insure 
his appearance for examination sca Mon- 
day next. 


ATTEMPTED 5! SUICIDE. 


An Insane Man‘s “Desperate Effort to Take 
His Own Life. 

About 12 0 ‘clock Tuesday night a 
young man named John F. Gibson, who 
was committed to the insane asylum 
last Tuesday, attempted suicide at the 
County Hospital and would have suc- 
ceeded had it not been for the prompt 
action of the attendants who overheard 
his struggles. 

Shortly after supper he was.placed in 

‘the ward allotted to insane patients, 
and-as he seemed to. be in good spirits 
nothing more was thought of him until 
a few * minutes before midnight, when 
the attendants heard a noise in his 
room and rushed in: A horrible sight 
The man was hanging 
from the foot of the bed by a sheet. 
He had manufactured a rope from one 
of the sheets and after making a hang- 
man’s noose he placed it around his 
neck and climbed up on the foot of the 
bed and attached the otherend to the 
top of the bedpost and jumped down. » 
- When the attendants reached him he 
was black in the face and unconscious. 
They were just in time to save his life, 
‘although it took some time to _ 
him around. 

Yesterday afternoon at 2 o'clock he 
was taken north and will be confined at 
Agnews. He was in such a condition 
from his efforts to destroy himself that 
he had to be carried to the train, and 
the chances are that it will be some 
time before he. is able to leave his bed. 

Up toa few days ago Gibson was in 
the best of health and showed no signs 
of insanity.

It is rumored that certain members 
of the Board of Education contemplate 
sweeping changes in the department 
when they come to the point of em- 
ploying teachers for the ensuing year. 
These changes involve the dropping of 
lady principals in the public schools and 
filling their places with men. The os- 
tensible object of this movement is, of 
course, to improve the efficiency of the 
force, but there is something more than 


of practical politics. 

Hitherto the public schools of Los 
Angeles have been reasonably free from 
political intrigue—at least so far as 
the teachers were concerned—and we 
would be very sorry to see a tendency 
now to break over such a good prece- 
dent. It must be admitted that wo- 
men do not amount to much in politics 


can lay claim to a political ‘pull,’ but 
many ofthem are good teachers, and 
many of them have approved them- 
selves efficient principals. Ifthe ques- 
tions of fitness for the performance of 
these duties and long and satisfactory 
service, are to be sunk in the consia- 
eration of politicai influence it will be 
a bad day for the public schools.
